After crossing the Ne- 
vada border winds edged it north 
and it finally passed out to sea

The AEC had canceled its 
“warning area” order for planes 
to avoid the cloud some eight 
hours before it reached the 
ocean. 


Upper layers of the mush- 
room headed east in two air 
masses.

Mean- 
while ,it is obvious that among 
the aldermanic candidates them- 
selves there exists a substantial 
sentiment. for ccrrecting the 
practices that have caused re- 
cent criticism of some of the 
board’s actions.” 

Among the candidates who 
pledged opposition to abuse of 
aldermanic courtesy and other 
legislative abuses are some of 
the incumbent aldermen who 
frequently have voted to over-

ECONOMIST SEES 
RISK IN STOCK 
RISE, URGES CASH 
BASIS IN TRADING 


Galbraith of Harvard 
Says There Are ‘Un- 
healthy Elements’ in 
Boom—Asserts There 
Is Much Speculation. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—Harvard Economist John K. 
Galbraith testified today he sees 
“unhealthy elements” in the 
stock market boom, He urged 
that the Government take steps 


at once toward putting stock 
trading on a 100 per cent cash 
basis. 

Galbraith, an official of the 
Office of Price Administration 
during World War II, was a 
witness at the Senate Banking 
Committee’s study of the stock 
market. 


Galbraith said he believes “the 
kind of catastrophic break we 
had in the 1930s seems improb- 
able,” but that the possibility 
should be kept constantly in 
mind—and guarded against. 

“I think it’s prefectly possible 
that the market could go on up 
. and that there could be a 
collapse,” he said. 


In response to questions, he 
went beyond a prepared state- 
ment in which he urged that 
margin requirements be raised 
to 100 per cent “should there 
be a resumption of the upward 
movement of the past year in 
the weeks or months ahead.” 


Favors Steps at Once. 
Asked by Senator Robertson

such a step at once, Galbraith 
replied: 

“I would put trading on a cash 
basis, yes.”

5TH AMENDMENT 
USER GETS TERM 
FOR CONTEMPT 


NEW YORK, March 8 (AP)— 
A witness who refused to answer 
questions. before the Federal 
grand jury investigating espion- 
age and subversion despite a 
promise of immunity was sen- 
tenced to six months for con- 
tempt today by Federal Judge 
Thomas F. Murphy. 

The case, involving William 
Ludwig Ullman, of Harvey Ced- 
ars, N. J., is believed to be 
the first under a law passed by 
the last session of Congress. 

The statute promises freedom 
from prosecution to a witness 
who incriminates himself in mat- 
ters of national security during 
an official investigation. How- 
ever, he may be sentenced for 
contempt of court if he fails té 
answer questions when immunity 
is in force. 

Ullman, former treasury De- 
partment official, has been named 


‘| by Elizabeth Bentley, one-time 


Communist courier, as a member 
of a spy ring. Ullman appeared 
before the Federal grand jury 
last December. When he refused 
to answer questions, the govern- 
ment applied for and obtained 
a court order to compel him .to 
testify with immunity.

LONDON, March 8 (AP)—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden to- 
day called on Chiang Kai-shek 
to withdraw his Nationalist 
armed forces from the coastal 
islands off China. 

Giving the House of Commons 
a report on his Bangkok meet- 
ing with Secretary ef State John 
Foster Dulles and tour of South- 
east Asia, Eden praised both the 
United States and Chinese Com- 
munists for relaxing tension 
over Formosa, 

However, he said sounding out 
Peiping on a cease-fire had led 
him to “come reluctantly to the 
conclusion that the necessary 
conditions for progress do not 
yet exist.” 

“The United States Govern- 
ment have already given posi- 
tive proofs of their desire to re- 
lax tension and reduce the risks 
of war,” Eden said. “I am con- 
vinced that they wish to see ¢con- 
ditions created which would put 
an end to active military hostili- 
ties in the area and reduce the 
dangers of a wider conflict. 

‘Have Restrained’ Chiang. 

“They have effectively re- 
strained the Chinese Nationalists 
in recent weeks from initiating 
attacks against the Chinese main- 
land. They have persuaded the 
Nationalists to. evacuate the. 
Tachen and Nanchi islands.” 

As for the Chinese Commu- 
nists, Eden said “for their part 
they have refrained from attack- 
ing Quemoy and the Matsus.” 
He expressed hope “they will 
continue to exercise this re- 
straint and that they will make 
it apparent that, while maintain- 
ing intact in all respects their 
position in regard to renee 
and the Pescadores, they will not 
prosecute their claims by force- 
ful means,”

Senator Stuart Symington said 


today there now are 45 co-spon- 
sors for the “economic disarma- 
ament” resolution which he in- 
troduced in the Senate last 
week. 

* The resolution “requests: that 
the President of the United 
States present to the United Na- 
tions the need to explore the 
possibilities of limiting the pro- 
‘portion of certain key resources 
of any nation which can be de- 
voted to military purposes, in 
order to increase steadily the 
amount of every nation’s re- 
sources which could be devoted 
to improving the living levels of 
its people.” 

In a speech in the Senate to- 
day, the junior Senator from 
Missouri said that much of the 
hope in the “continuing search 
for peace and freedom lies in 
lifting the living standards of 
all peoples.” 

Hunger and Security. 
- “There is a definite connec- 
tion between the hunger of many 
peoples and the security of the 
United States,” he said. 

After Symington spoke, Sen- 
ator Wayne Morse (Dem.), Ore- 
gon, complimented the Mis- 
sourian, and said that Syming- 
ton had given the Senate a les- 
son in how disarmament might 
de achieved. But Morse added 
it was a lesson which also would 
have to be taught to our Allies. 

Senator Edward Thye (Rep.),

Ambrose H. Nugent, 
a prisoner of war in Korea for 
38 months, was acquitted late 
yesterday of collaboration with 
the enemy. 

Nugent was cleared on nine 
specifications by a court-martial 
board of nine colonels, seven of 
iwhom were Korean veterans. The 
board deliberated two hours, fol- 
lowing a seven-week trial—long- 
est in United States military 
history. 


More than one million words 
were recorded as 47 witnesses 
testified. It was estimated the 
trial cost more than $100,000. 

Four other prisoners of war 
have been tried and all have 
been convicted.

Nugent, whose home is in Mer- 
rill, Wis., began his Army career 


June 5, 1950, when he was cap- 
tured at the start of the Korean 
hostilities, through the next 
summer when he was moved as 
a peace delegate to Camp No. 12.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (UP)

Subversive Threat, — 

“It is. becoming. increasingly 
clear,” Tompkins said, “that the 
current attack against Govern- 
ment witnesses and informants 
of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation has its roots in a Com- 
munist effort to stem the suc- 
cessful campaign of this Govern- 
ment to eliminate the subversive 
threat of Communism to our in- 
ternal security.” 

“It has as its objective the 
hamstringing of the FBI's in- 
formant system,’ Tompkins said. 

He did not specify what he 
meant by the “current attack.” 
He may have referred to the 
criticism that hag been directed 
at his department and other 
Government agencies for having 
relied on such turnabout wit- 
nesses as Harvey Matusow, Marie 
Natvig and others whose credi- 
bility has since been brought into 
question. 

Tomkins also criticized those 
who contend that government 
employes accused of disloyalty 
should have the right to face 
and cross-examine their secret 
accusers. He said there would 
be “no more effective way” of

Before it was approved by a 
vote of 31 tg 0, however, it had 

n amended to permit school 
board cnadidates in St. Louis 
to continue to run on a non- 
partisan petition basis. 

Mental Bill Passed. : 

A bill to revise the administra- 
tive setup of the state’s division 
of mental diseases in an effort 
to provide a more adequate pro- 
‘gram for treatment of mental 
patients was passed yesterday 
in the Senate, 26 to 3, and sent 
to the House. 

The bill, a basic recommenda- 
tion of the Senate’s mental 
health study committee which 
investigated needs of the mental 
health program in Missouri for 
more than a year, would create 
a state mental health commission 
of five members appointed by 
the Governor t»% direct adminis- 
tration of a mentsl health pro- 

am. 

At least three of the members 
would be physicians skilled in 

the treatment of nervous and 
‘mental disorders. Commissioners 
would be appointed for terms of 
five years. They would receive 
$25 a day for time actually 
spent in transacting business of 
the commission. The body would 
meet at least once a month. 

Board Would Name Director. 

The commission would name 
the director of the division of 

mental diseases, who now is 
‘appointed by the Governor, and 
‘the director would be chiefly an 
administrative officer. 

It would be the responsibility 
of the commission to set up pro- 
fessional standards for all the 
mental hospitals concerning 
patient care, personne! training, 
establishment of trcatment pro- 
grams, provision of adequate 
staffs, and establishment of 
medical and statistical records 
and operation of practices so 
that they be compatible with 
professional requirements. 

The director of the division 
would be required to be a citi- 
gen of the’ state “known for his 
business and executive ability” 
and would be paid a salary not 
‘In excess of $12,000 a year. He 
would be appointed for a term 
of four years and would be 
eligible for reappointment. 

Another bill proposed by the 
mental health study committee, 

headed by Senator Albert M. 
Spradling Jr. (Dem.), Cape Gi- 
rardeau, previously was passed 
‘by the Senate and is pending in 
the house committee on public 
‘health and welfare. 

It would provide for establish- 
/ ment of six traveling psychiatric 
teams which would operate 
‘throughout the state in co-op- 
eration with local health, school 
and municipal authorities in a 

“grassroots” effort to curb men- 
tal disorders and cure them be- 
fore hospitalization is needed.

Measure ‘Aimed at Crime 
Comic Books Is Termed 
Unconstititional. 


A bill which would set up 
a censorship board to control 
the sale and distribution of 
comic books and other publica- 
tions which prominently feature 
crimes of violence, horror 
stories, immorality and obscen- 
ity will be vetoed, Mayor Ray- 
mond RR. Tucker announced 
yesterday. 

Mayor Tucker said the action 
will be based on an opinion 
from the City Couriselor’s office, 
which held the measure uncon- 
stitutional. On the basis of 
United States Supreme Court 
and appellate court rulings, the 
opinion said, the bill is too 
ae 

In addition, the opinion con- 
tinued, the bill refers to “un- 
American and subversive activi- 
ties.” There is no judicial inter- 
pretation of “un-Americanism,” 
it said, and the phrase appears 
to be without legal meaning. 

As to subversive activities, the 
opinion said, there is serious 
doubt whether a municipality 
has jurisdiction in this field, 
since it is primarily a matter 
for the Federal Government. 

Mayor Tucker said that in 
his veto message he will sug- 
gest that the sponsors of the 
bill, Aldermen Joseph Roddy 
and Anton Niemeyer, meet with 
a representative of the City 
Counselor’s office before draw- 
ing a substitute bill so that it 
would meet constitutional re- 
quirements. The bill which will 
be vetoed was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen on Feb. 18. 
Another version was introduced 
last Friday.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—By a 30-0 vote, the House 
Armed Services Committee today 
approved an average 11.9 per 


cent pay rise for career service- 
men. The cost is estimated at 
$745,000,000 a year. 

The measure would provide in- 
creases of 6 to 25 per cent for 
some 2,000,000 servicemen, and 
also give them increased “fringe” 
benefits. 

The committee adopted with- 
out change a subcomimttee vers- 


ion of the measure* 

The House may vote on the 
bill Thursday. Its approval, 
which appears certain by a big 
margin, would send the measure 
to the Senate. 

The bill would increase re- 
tirement pay 6 per cent as well 
as boost the pay of career men 
on active duty. 

It would not affect enlisted 
men with less than two years’ 
service or officers with under 
three years’ duty. 

The bill would boost pay of 
army privates, and equivalent 
ranks, $7.80 after two years’ 
service, for a total of $98.80 
monthly. Second lieutenants 
would get a 25 per cent boost 
of $59.28 monthly after three 
years’ service. Major generals 
with over 30 years’ duty would 
get $83.46 monthly more. 

Legislation to ditch the Ad- 
ministration’s flexible farm pro- 
gram and require price support 
of major crops at 90 per cent 
of parity was approved by the 
House Agriculture Committee. 

Chairman Cooley (Dem.), 
North Carolina, said the vote 
was 23-11 and called it “a non- 
a vote that crossed party 

es.” 


Cooley predicted the House 
will pass the bill. But he de- 
clined to comment on the bill’s 
chances in the Senate.

NEW EFFORT MADE TO END 
WILDLIFE BOARD'S POWERS 


Special to the Post-Dtspatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 8 
—The perennial attempt to strip 
Missouri's State Conservation 
Commission of much of its au- 


thority established in the 1945 
State Constitution was intro- 
duced in the House yesterday. 

Representative Allen L. Barker 
(Rep.), Poplar Bluff, and nine 
other House members sponsored 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to divest the commission of 
all its fee-splitting powers and 
place them in the hands of the 
Legislature. 

The Legislature, under the 
proposal, would have the author- 
ity to determine what kind of 
hunting and fishing licenses 
might be issued and what they 
would cost. It might even bar 
sportsmen from one section of 
the state from going into another 
area to fish or hunt.

Kahn Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—Albert E. Kahn testified today 
that the left-wing Mine, Mill 
and Smelter Workers Union ad- 
vanced $1000 in the hope of get- 
ting Harvey Matusow to write | 
a book repudiating testimony he 
had given as an avowed ex- 
Communist. 

Kahn, a co-publisher of Matu- 
sow’s forthcoming book, ‘False 


Witness,” also told the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee 
that Nathan Witt, attorney for 
the union, asked him about hav- 
ing Matusow make an affidavit 
saying he had given false testi- 
mony against Clinton E. Jencks, 
an officer of the union, which 
was expelled from the CIO in 
1949 on the grounds of Com- 
munist domination. 


False Oath Conviction. 


Jencks was convicted of false- 
ly swearing to a non-Communist 
affidavit required by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
and has appealed for a new 
trial on the basis of Matusow’s 
affidavit. , 

After Witt. advanced the idea, 
Kahn told the subcommittee, he 
talked to Matusow about making 
the affidavit, which was filed 
last Jan, 20. Kahn testified that 
Jencks was present at two dis- 
eussions he had with Witt prior 
to getting in'touch with Matusow 
about writigg the book. 

Kahn also testified that Harry 
Sacher, counsel for the 13 
second-string Communist leaders 
convicted on conspiracy charges, 
“proached” to him the idea of 
having Matusow make an affi- 
davit of false testimony in that 
case. 

Matusow did so and recently 
was a witness at a federal court 
hearing in New York on a new 
trial motion brought by the con- 
victed Red. leaders. 


Advance Order. 


Kahn said he urged, in his 
discussions with Witt, that the 
union place orders for advance 
copies of Matusow’s book. Kahn 
said he wanted the nnion to 
place an order for 10,000 copies 
but Witt agreed at first to buy 
only 2000 copies.’ 

J. G. Sourwite, subcommittee 
counsel, asked if the $1000 was 
advanced in the hope of getting 
the book written, with no prom- 
ise of repayment if. the book 
were not published. 

“That's my opinion,” Kahn 
said. 

Before today’s hearing opened 
Senator Eastland (Dem.), Misg- 
sissippi, said he thinks testimony 
by Kahn shows “who is using 
Matusow and why.” 

He indicated the inquiry will 
be speeded to a conclusion this 
week. 

Kahn declined to tell the sub- 
committee yesterday whether he 
is now or ever was a member 
of the Communist party. 

In refusing to do so, he said 
he “proudly” stood on the Fifth 
Amendment’s guarantee against 
possible self-incrimination. 


U. S. Jury in Texas Opens In- 
quiry in Matusow Testimony. 
EL PASO, Tex., March 8 (AP) 

—A federal grand jury today 

opened an investigation into tes- 

timony given by Harvey 

Matusow. 

Matusow returned to the wit- 
ness stand in the same court to 
repeat yesterday’s testimony that 
he lied in January 1954 when he 
labeled Union Leader Clinton E. 
Jencks a Communist. 

Since Matusow has admitted 
lying the grand jury could re- 
turn an indictment for perjury. 
The big question facing the 
grand jury is this: Did Matusow 
lie about Jencks in 1954 or is he 
lying now? 

Matusow testified yesterday 
that all he said about Jencks’s 
alleged Communist activities was 
untrue, He is a defense witness 
at a court hearing on Jencks’s

COMPTON CRITICIZES

Compton, here to give three 

lectures at the University of Ne- 
braska, said there was no need 
for such statements “unless there 
is an intent, and there is no 
such intent.” 
_ “Tt only serves as a means of 
frightening Russians into an ex- 
treme defensive effort, for it 
makes them believe there is 
danger of American attack,” he 
declared. 

Compton, Nobel prize-winning 
physicist who now is distin- 
guished service professor of 
natural philosophy at Washing- 
ton University, said he did not 
plan ‘to build a backyard shelter 
for protection from A-bomb or 
H-bomb attack. 

“The chance of a 
ing 
when a bomb struck is small,” 
he remarked. 

In his first lecture on “Con- 
ditions for Survival of Modern 
Man,” Compton said the threat 
of atomic war is one of three 
obstacles to enduring peace. 

The other dangers, he told 
his audience, are “the basic 
problem of meeting the eco- 
nomic needs of a growing popu- 
lation, and the threat by those 
who conspire to prevent the 
growth of freedom.”

A House Armed Services in- 
vestigator arrived at Fort Dix 
today to investigate the health 
situation. Sixty-seven cases of 
various forms of meningitis have 
been reported at the post since 
October 1953, the.Army said.

A member of the committee 
afterward told the Post-Dispatch 
he had no doybt that the group 
would recommend confirmation. 

Von Neumann said Helperin 
was his studentat the Institute 
for Advanced Studies, at Prince- 
ton, N. J., in 1936, and that he 
knew him professionally until 
1947 or later. Their only close 
social contact was in 1940 when 
both were in Seattle, Wash., at 
the University of Washington, 
for a few weeks. 

Von Neumann said Halperin 
told him in 1940 that he was 

“essentially a Marxist,” but the 
mathematician added that he 
had no reason to think then or 
later that Halperin was a Com- 
munist. Von Neumann said his 
own beliefs had been violently 
anti-Marxist ever since he could 
remember, especially since he 
got a three-month taste of Com- 
munism” in his native Hungary, 
before coming to the United 
States in 1931. 

However, when Halperin was 
indicted in 1946, Von Neumann 
signed a joint telegram to the 
Canadian Prime Minister ex- 
pressing belief in Halperin’s in- 
nocence and hope he would get 
a fair trial, Von Neumann said.

EN. MAXWELL D. TAYLOR, 

Missouri-born Eighth Army 

boss in Korea whose promo- 
tion to commander of United 
States forces in the Far East was 
announced yesterday, speaks six 
languages, is ‘a student of phil- 
osophy and likes to spend his 
leisure hours reading Greek 
tragedy. 

Along with brains 
courage. President Eisenhower 
in “Crusade in Europe” 
of Taylor: “The risks he ran 
were greater than I asked any 
other agent or emissary to 
undertake during the war.” 
The President was referring 
to the time he sent Taylor be- 
hind enemy lines in Italy to 
sound out Marshal Badoglio on 
a quick surrender. 

Later, when Taylor’s 101st 
Airborne Division was cut off 
and surrounded at Bastogne, 
Taylor was in Washington. He 
rushed back to Europe and 
parachuted smack into the cen- 
ter of his division, knowing full 
well that either death or cap- 
ture would be his fate if the 
Germans won the battle. 

The result of that battle will 
ring down through history with 
Lexington, Gettysburg and the 
Alamo. — 

Lived Soldier’s Dream. 


At Bastogne, Taylor lived a 
saldier’s dream, a swashbuckling 
paratrooper hurrying 3000 miles 
to get into a fight and then 


winning it the hard way. 


But a little more than a year 
before that, Sept. 7, 1943, it took 
magination along with daring to 
perform the task Gen. Eisen- 
hower set for him. 

Allied armies were preparing 
for the invasion of Italy. The 
Italian government,.fed up with 
the way the German Nazis were 
treating them, wanted to sur- 
tender representatives. of the 
Badoglio government, successor

The motion was signed by 
party chief Clement Attlee and 
other members of Labor’s “shad- 
ow cabinet,” the group that 
would form the government if 
the party were to reiurn to pow- 
er soon. 

Observers said Prime Minis 
ter Churchill presumably would 
treat the motion as a censure 
move and order it debated next 
week. If defeated on the vote 
following the debate, he would 
haye to resign. 

Asserting that the H-bomb can 
only destroy civilization, the mo- 
tion said the proposed British- 
Soviet-United States talks should 
aim at “the lessening of world 
tension and the preparation for 
effective world disarmament” 
through the United Nations.

Food Stamps Revived 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson gives Con- 
gress good advice when he urges it not to tinker 
with the farm price support law this year. As he 
points out, the flexible price supports adopted 
after such a hot debate last year only went into 
effect on Jan. 1. They should be given a charice 
to work for a time before the question of revis- 
ing them comes up again. 

Meanwhile, however, Congress might profit- 
ably study another piece of farm legislation— 
S$.627, introduced by 23 Senators including 
Symington of Missouri and Douglas of Illinois. 
This is a bill to. set up a new system of disposing 
of surpluses of perishable farm products such as 
dairy and poultry products, meat and fruits. 

Under 8.627, certificates would be issued to 
old age pensioners and other low-income persons, 
entitling them to receive a certain quantity of 
foods declared surplus by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. The plan is a variation of the food 
stamp plan which worked successfully for a 
short time during the ’30s. It has the great merit 
of stimulating consumption among low4ncome 
groups at the same time it supports farm income, 

Calling upon Congress to enact 8.627, The 
Missouri Farmer has this to say: 


Today, as was true prior to the general 
depression in the '30s, farmers are being 
squeezed between low farm prices and high 
costs of things they must buy. As a result, 
farmers are going broke. Most of those who 
are hanging on are living out of capital, as 
farmers did a generation ago. They’re not 
painting their farm buildings, they are not 
building new fences or buying new machin- 
éry, or doing other things essential to good 
farming. As fast as they can get away, their 
sons and daughters are leaving home to hunt 
jobs in the cities. 

No one knows just how much longer this 
sad state of affairs will be allowed to con- 
tinue, but one thing is certain, no business 
can survive such economic disadvantage 
indefinitely. 


We think this picture i8 overdrawn. Farm in- 
come figures for 1954, just released by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, show that farmers last 
year received from marketing their products only 
5 per cent less than they received in 1953. What 
they sold in the market place plus what they re- 
ceived in cash subsidies totaled more than 30 
billion dollars, which is still a pretty large chunk 
of the national income. 

Nevertheless it must be remembered that many 
farm products were still supported at 90 per 
cent of parity last year. If farm income continues 
to decline this year, or if the rate of decline in- 
creases, Congress will come under heavy pres- 
sure to act. In that event we hope that something 
more than the old expedient of hiking price sup- 
ports gets consideration. Surely it is better to 
feed surplus foods to people than to store them 
until they rot or can be shipped overseas. 
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Bringing Doctors to Smaller Towns 

The University of Missouri's new four-year 
medical school will make a definite effort to 
place its graduates outside the big’ medical cen- 
ters of St. Louis and Kansas City. Where a man 
will practice of course is his own choice. But 
since at least 25 per cent of medical school 
graduates practice in the communities in which 
they serve their internships, Dean Roscoe L. 
Pullen hopes to provide a goodly number of 
internships in Columbia, Springfield, Cape Gi- 
rardeau or perhaps Sikeston. 

We do not know how meaningful Dr.-Pullen’s 
figure is for all Missouri. Here most ambitious 
medical graduates are naturally attracted by the 
hospital facilities of St. Louis—both for intern- 
ship and practice. Whether an intern would be 
just as glad to remain in Sikeston raises a ques- 
tion which may draw a different answer. 

Some medical men also may ask whether the 


smaller communities regularly offer the diver- - 


sity of experience which an intern should under- 
go as a solid foundation for practice. Dean Pullen 
obviously is convinced that they do; and we may 
assume that the medical school will keep a care- 
ful eye on any training plan. | 

Certainly it is in the outlying areas of the 
state that doctors.are needed most. It was as a 
step toward meeting this need that the four- 
year medical school was established at Columbia 
rather than in Kansas City. The proposed intern- 
ship plan would go a step’ farther. And with 
smaller communities now ready to offer clinical 
facilities and the like in a manner which makes 
outstate practice attractive, Missouri seems on 
the way to providing adequate medical care for 
its citizens in all parts of the state. 
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Change of Scene 

Tuskegee Institute has dropped its annual re- 
port on lynchings and substituted a new report 
on public opinion. For example, the Institute 
studied 140 newspapér editorials on the Su- 
preme Court's ruling against public school segre- 
gation, and found 46 per cent favorable, 24 per 
cent unfavorable and 30 per cert ambiguous. The 
results of the survey are a good deal less im- 
portant than the reasons for such a survey. For 
the new annual report confirms that lynchings 
have almost disappeared from the American 
scene, and legislation and public opinion are now 
the real barometers of race relations. The latest 
Tuskegee report is itself an index of the progress 
of our civilization. 
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No Retreat in Cleveland 

While a new city-county committee is studying 
the St. Louis transit problem once more, the 
most interesting news in the mass transportation 
business comes from Cleveland. There a 
transit system is bucking the trend toward re- 
duced transit riding and more auto riding. 

The Cleveland Transit System is just com- 
pleting a $30,000,000 rapid transit line. It 
is considering putting $35,000,000 into an under- 
ground loop for transit vehicles to get them off 
downtown streets. The general manager of 
C.T.S., Donald C. Hyde, who is also head of the 
American Transit Association, says Cleveland 
is banking that it can win back riders by increas- 
ing service instead of pulling in its horns, which 
is what most transit systems are doing. 

That is not the only remarkable thing about 
C.T.S, It has operated in the black for nearly 
all of its 13 years. It not only has built rapid 
transit but has improved busses and bus service. 
And it has done all this without calling on the 
taxpayers to help out. 

Those St. Louisans who voted against the 
metropolitan transit district proposal for fear 
of the words, “public ownership,” should under- 
stand that C.T.S. is owned by the City of Cleve- 
land. It is-operated by a bi-partisan board. But 


it must pay for its operation, and expansion 


out of the fare boxes and not out of the city 
treasury, and for that reason fares have not 
become a political issue. 

Several other public transit systems have not 
had such success. The elements in C.T.S.’s prog- 
ress were goou timing and good management. 
Good timing, because Cleveland took over a 
d ated private system in 1942, and mamspged 
to transit on its feet during the mae oy 


boom. Good management not only for efficiency’s 
sake but because C.T.S. has had the drive and 
imagination to compete ‘with the autompbile in- 
stead of retreating from it, a 

C.T.S.’s story cannot be duplicated , exactly 
in St. Louis because the locale and the times are 
different. But at least it shows how af urban 
area can fight for good mass transportation. St. 
Louis need not surrender either. 
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Mr. Cervantes on Spot Zoning 

Alderman A. J. Cervantes, candidate for 
the Board presidency, says that the Aldermen 
rather than the City Plan Commission must have 
the last word on zoning. No doubt abouwt‘that; 
the Aldermen are the elected municipal legisla- 
ture and the commission is a téchnical agency 
whose powers are advisory. 4 

If the Plan Commission suddenly sets out to 
reshape St. Louis in the most drastic manner it 
could dream up—to move slums into the dewn- 
town area, to move the downtown buildings to 
Baden—to invite the stockyards to move across 
the river inte Forest Park—then the Aldermen 
had better speak a strong last word. * 

But Alderman Cervantes is not fighting suth 
a municipal dictator gone mad. He is trying to 
fancy up the noxious spot zoning ordinances by 
which the Aldermen have been spreading blight 
across the city map. The St. Louis Master Plan 
and the basic zoning regulations were adopted 
by the Aldermen to prevent just this evil; but 
the Board members have long been making a 
mockery of their own good work. 

Zoning regulations are not immune to reason- 
able change from time to time. When circum- 
stances indicate, the experts of the Plan Com- 
mission should make recommendations. The 
Aldermen should accept them or reject them. But 
this democratic process has nothing to do with 
letting somebody establish a junk yard, a tavern, 
a filling station or what not in a block of well- 
maintained private homes. It has nothing to do 
with the “aldermanic courtesy” by which the 
Board makes each Alderman the master of such 
things in his ward. But this “courtesy” has been 
stronger than commission protests and vetoes. 

The practice is a threat to the people’s prop- 
erty; and to sanction it with the voice of the 
people is an affront to the people. 
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Now for Action on‘ Judge Harlan 
Democratic: Senators Eastland of Mississipp! 
and Johnston of South Carolina are doing the 
whole nation a disservice by the character of 
their opposition to the confirmation of Judge 
John Marshall Harlan to the Supreme Court. As 
members of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
they have been in a position to constitute them- 
selves as a small but bothersome roadblock to 
Senate approval of the appointment. age 
Senator Eastland objects particularly to how 
he thinks Judge Harlan would rule in the re- 
maining aspects of the public school de-segrega- 
tion cases. He bases his opposition on the dis- 
senting views of Judge Harlan’s grandfather 
who, in the 1896 Jim Crow case, Plessy vs. Fer- 
guson, said the Constitution was “‘color blind.” 
Senator Johnston takes a stand even more far- 
fetched. He notes that Judge Harlan is a former 
Rhodes scholar and opposes him because he 
says he thinks the Judge would put thé 
United Nations charter above the Constitution. 
These Senators, like North Dakota’s Republi- 
can William Langer, who opposes Judge Harlan 
because he’ does not come from one of seven 
states including North Dakota, were in the Sen- 
ate last year when Judge Harlan was confirmed 


for the Federal Court of Appeals in New York— | 


the court of the great Judge Hand. The Senators 
did not seek to block the Harlan appointment 
then and there is no good reason to do $0 now. 

Thanks to the insistence of Senator Hennings 
of Missouri; the Senate Judiciary Committee is 
now scheduled to stay in session Wednesday 


until there is a vote on the appointment. If. 


the obstructionist Senators want to speak against 
Judge Harlan and to vote against him that is 
their business. But let there be no more of 
the inexcusable delay that has kept an unneces- 
sarily vacant seat on the Supreme Court since the 
G.O.P. Senate adjourned last November without 
taking proper action. 
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Invitation to Iowa 

We hope the State Department will let Presi- 
dent Eisenhower have his way about the Russian 
farm delegation that wants to come to Iowa. 

When it developed in Moscow that the Soviets 
are seeking to establish a corn-hog farm econo- 
my like that of the American corn belt, The 
Des Moines Register suggested that some Rus- 
sians ought to come over to Iowa and find out 
about corn and hogs. 

Much to The Register’s astonishment, the Rus- 
sians promptly accepted. Selskoye Khozyaistvo, 
newspaper of the Soviet Ministry of Agriculture, 
announced that a delegation was ready to leave 
for Iowa any time, and added that an Iowa farm 
delegation would be welcomed in Russia.

Since 
Senators Byrd of Virginia and George of Georgia 
voted against the cut in the Senate Finance Com-

- mittee and Senator Ellender of Louisiana has 


declared his opposition, four of the 49 Senate 
Democrats are on record against the tax cut. 

This means that no more than 45 Democratic 
Senators can be mustered in favor of the cut. 
Thus the cut cannot pass without Republican 
votes. In the House five Republican votes, 
joined with Democratic votes, put the income 
tax cut into the new tax bill. In other words, 
defeat of the $20-a-person cut now rests with

may be voted in the Senate also. —

Adjusting to America 
THE SUN AT NOON, by Charles Angoff. (The 
Beechhurst Press, 572 pgs., $4.50.) 

In this third volume of an announced 
trilogy, the author sees David Polonsky, 
brought young from Russia by Jewish 
parents and sent off to Harvard on a 
scholarship. He carries him through a 


- disillusioning four years in that “deco- 


rous market place” on to—but here the 
reader cannot be sure. For the novel 
opens with an enchanting scene between 
David and his six-year-old coquette of a 
daughter, then swings back. What has 
happened to David? Has he married 
Alice? Is he teaching? We are never told 
and the omission is so disconcerting as 
to amount to a 
structural weake- 
ness. 

Other faults ap- 
pear in the story- 
telling, such as the 
lengthy develop- 
ment of the affairs 
of David’s numer- 
ous relatives, vari- 


ously “adjusting” 
to the American 
way. These eépi- 


sodes are engross- 
ing in themselves 
and reveal the au- 
thor’s powers of 
perception and 
communication, but their bearing on the 
central theme — David’s maturing— 
is not always crystal clear. They 
do contribute solidly to the presenta- 
tion, but for emphasis alone, one 
wishes the author had been more se- 
lective. “Solid” properly describes 
the volume and from it emerges the 
young David, completely created. He 
is a sentient yet inarticulate ._ youth, 
eager yet wistful, driven by great 
dreams, tied by his own fragile ego. 

What happens to him is not neces- 
sarily the result of his being a 
Jewish youth. Indeed the writer’s re- 
luctance to use the circumstances of 
David's parentage or economic status to 
explain his adolescent despair is con- 
spicuous in a book where the opposite 
might be expected. This is no plea for: 
anti-exclusiveness; nor is it an apology 
for any minority. Yet the reader will be 
stirred anew by the heart-breaking 
abandonment of the old ways of “der 
haim” which precedes the absorption 
nl this Jewish family into American 

e. 


The reader will leave the book also 
with a durable respect for Mr. Angoff’s 
prose which is often simple and direct, 
and then poetic. 

The author’s dialogue seems particu- 
larly authentic in its suggestion of alien 
inflections, with occasional transposi- 
tions, and here and there a Yiddish 
phrase. 

It is for the sociologists to judge 
“The Sun at Noon” as a study of Jewish- 
American life. The reader will find it 
an absorbing story with an abiding 
effect.

JEAN SIBELIUS, by Nils-Eric Ringbom. | (University 
of Oklahoma Press, $3.75.) 

It is customary for sophisticates in 
music to speak with some disdain of 
the work of Sibelius, who has just en- 
tered his ninetieth year. The atonalists 
are openly contemptuous, and affect 
to dismiss him as a romantic hold-

Sibelius was no follower of any school 
but a highly individual composer who 
created his own style and established 
no real following. This critical analy- 
sis of his music, written by a friend 
of the composer, errs somewhat on the 
side of idolatry in hailing Sibelius as

lowance'for one Scandinavian’s appre- 
ciation of another, this book neverthe- 
less offers some extremely useful dis- 
sections of Sibelius’s unorthodox meth- 
ods, which are often baffling in their 
fragmentation of thematic development.

Such confidence, it can be 
said by a long-time observer, is 
quite often merited. The. spdan- 
soring interests of what * 
known in the South as the “‘Ni 
ger, Nigger” technique =o 
come out into the open. They 
use others as cloaks and stooges, 
and it is sometimes neither wise 
nor healthy, for business, social 
and other reasons, to pry around 
and try to put the finger on the 
guilty.

Three Wishes

RE the children of today, as a group, abnormally self- 
A ish? Do they, as some critics claim, think only of 
themselves and of their own personal pleasures? Some- 
times it seems that way to their parents. And especially 
does it seem that way when these children are in their teens. 
One of the best clues to selfishness or unselfishness 
can be found in the child’s wishes when spontaneously ex- 
pressed. In the course of our adolescent research we have 
routinely asked éach boy and girl between the ‘ages of 10 
and 16 the question, “If you had three wishes, what would 
you wish for?” 

Were these wishes primarily selfish?? We must admit 
that there was considerable evidence in that direction. At 


every age we studied, except 14, the wish for material 
possessions of one sort or another led all the others. 


xk * “*k 

HOWEVER, THE NUMBER who wished for material 
possessions did tend to decrease with age. At 10 years of 
age, 65 per cent wished for such possessions. This number 
increased to 83 per cent at 11 years, fell to 77 per cent 
at 12, and then dropped off steadily. At 13 years, only 53 
per cent. wished for something material; at 14, only 29 per 
cent, at 15, only 28 per cent. 

We must then admit that our teen-agers are a bit 
selfish, but at least they seem to become so with age. (How 
about you? What are your own three wishes?) 

You may be interested to know what kinds of material 
emnag: 6 these boys and girls whom we studied wished 

or. 

Ten-year-olds wanted more. than anything else a bi- 
cycle, Next, in order of importance, were a house, a dog 
andagun. ~ :

FROM HERE ON, possessions wished for are as varied 
as the people wishing. That is, boys and girls are much 


more different from each other from 14 on than they were’ 


earlier. With one exception. From 14 on, increasingly (until 
at 16 years 20 per cent spontaneously gave this wish), the 
boy or girl in our culture wishes to have a car of his own, 

‘ How abgut wishes for money, another possibly selfish 
wish? We find that at every age approximately 10 per cent’ 
of our group wish for money. (The 1ll-year-old may wish 
for a great deal of money—millions of dollars. In fact, we 
wonder if it may not be possible to spot our future finan- 
ciers in these 1l-year-olds who show unusually great in- 
terest in money). This number rises to 15 per cent at 14, 
and again at 16 years. But at no age is wish for money one 
w the leading wishes.

AM constantly receiving plans 
on how we can bring about 
world peace with ease and dis- 
patch. Few of them, however, 
are quite as simple as the one 
that came to me the other day 
from Gordon Weston of Pasa- 
dena, Calif. 

Mr. Weston suggests that all 
the women of the world should 
be asked to do a spring cleaning 
and to put’ into the hands of 
some organization .everything 
that is no longer needed in their 
homes and everything that they 
will not use again. Then this 
organization would find ways of 
giving jobs to all the unem- 
ployed people by putting them 
to work on reconditioning or 
selling this mountain of unused 
materials. — 

Mr. Weston is inspired, of 
course, by the pattern of the 
Good Will Industries, which 


‘have employed some handi- 


capped people in reconditioning 
furniture and various other do- 
nated articles and later selling 
them. I believe the Salvation 
Army also does some of this 
work in 96 countries through the 
world and employs over 500,000 
workers.

MANY SUCH agencies as 
these, however, also are doing 
missionary work whereas Mr. 
Weston feels that if we “gave 
more to industrial organizations 
they would gradually be able to 
expand and hire nearly everyone 
in any country: that couldn’t get 
a job otherwise.” This, accord- 
ing to his reasoning, would bring 
about the contentment that 
would ease the belligerent atti- 
tudes in the world today. 


Mr. Weston goes on to suggest 
that, secondly, the United Na- 
tions should make it clear that 
small nations are as important 
as large nations and that its 
first objective is to improve the 
living conditions of the people in 
such places. . His third proposal 
is that the world practice Chris- 
tianity. 


Mr. Weston seems to overlook 
the fact that very large areas of 
the world do not happen to be 
Christian but that practically all 
religions practice many of the 
same principles.

We told one Muscovite that we 
had not seen in the streets a 
single well-groomed, well- 
dressed woman or girl.

They stay at home or ride in a 
car.” 

In western Europe and the 
United States, women adapt 
fashions to their needs, but for 
37 years, Russians have lived 
sealed up, without a chance for 
comparisons of any kind. Mould- 
ed as they are by mass educa- 
tion, living in an assembly line 
atmosphere of exalted national- 
ism, ignorant of everything that 
isn’t Soviet “culture,” they have 
lost the ability to be individuals. 

Mass-trained, they have no 
critical sense, show no personal 
discrimination when they see a 
bolt of material or the cut of a 
skirt.

—those who drive around in pri- 
vate cars and seldom leave their 
homes—who and what are they?

Some of them are fitted out by 
small dressmakers who are al- 
lowed to work at home and who 
pay a tax to the government on 
every dress they make. Their 
charge ranges from 150 and 200 
rubles without the material— 
that’s about a quarter of the 
monthly salary of a secretary. 

Others go to small “ateliers.” 
We've seen the frocks that are 
made in these shops. They are 
of handsomer materials but the 
styles are outmoded. Even had 
an extra flounce been added or 
a straighter hem, we know of no 
French woman who would have 
worn them.

UR great discovery was the 
Q “Queen of Dressmaking.” 

We were introduced to her 
at the theater. An older woman, 
nicely made up, but the cut of 
her dress reminded us of moth- 
er’s wardrobe. 

Her workshop, the most ex- 
pensive in town, charged 500 to 
800 rubles for a dress. 

I (Helene) dropped ay on her. 
In the dark little waiting room, 
I saw about 10 women waiting 
patiently and leafing through 
some little green portfolios. 

I picked up one of these port- 
folios. To my amazement, I saw 
reproductions of photographs 
from our own French fashion 
magazines. I recognized models 
by Dior,. Balmain, Dessez and 
Fath. 

When I returned three days 
later—after asking for an ap- 
pointment—the albums had dis- 
appeared. 

And what about the jobs of 
the average Soviet woman?

fairs (a super-luxurious build- 
ing in American style with mar- 
ble columns and speedy eleva- 
tors) explained that she worked

in the employes’ dining room. 

Working hours vary from one 
place to another. 


Hairdressers work two days 
out of three, from 9 in the 
morning until 9 at night, and 
the salon, with different shifts 
on duty, is open seven days out 


of seven. 


Saleswomen in the food stores 
and in the department stores 
work according to the same pat- 
tern. We often saw them, tired, 
indifferent, speaking in mono- 
syllables and taking care of 20 
customers at a time. 


But they have their compensa- 
tions. The Government guaran- 
tees them their vacations and 
most of the time pays for 50 
per cent of the cost. 

If they have children, nurse- 
ries and playgrounds are avail- 
able where they work. 

For one ruble, they may stroll 
in tremendous “cultural parks” 
where, depending on their mood 
or taste, they may go to confer- 
ences, listen to music, skate, buy 
sausage or salmon sandwiches, 

beer or lemonade. 


There are some Russian wom- 
en who are famous. Two of them 
are finishing an opera. 
wrote the “book” and the other 
the music. Actresses who have 
“arrived” wear heavy bronze 
medals across their chests. There 
is one well-known woman archi- 
tect, responsible for designing 
70 schools in Moscow.

EVERAL questions about 
nickel and other metals are 
to be answered today. 


Question. Where did the word 
“nickel” come from? 


Answer. It ts a short form of 
the German name “Kupfernic- 
kel.” While mining for copper, 
German workmen obtaifed ore 
which looked as if it would pro- 
vide copper. Hard work failed 
to make that ore give cop- 
per, and the miners called it by 
a nhkme meaning “copper de- 
mon,” The “kupfer” or “copper” 
part of the name has been 
dropped, but the “nickel” has 
been kept. , 

Question. What part of Canada 
is famous for nickel? 

Answer. Sudbury in Ontario. 
has the greatest nickel wines in 
the world. 

Quéstion. Is monel metal pro- 
duced in Canada? 

Answer, Yes. A large part of. 
the world | 
comes from 
Natural copper-ni 
obtained from these mines. 

Question. Is tungsten a metal? 

Answer. Yes, it is a rare metal 
With almost the same silvery 
coloring as nickel.
